HE evil that men do live after them.” From the 
T standpoint of the breeder of pure bred live stock this 

truth rings true, and the success of a breeder is de- 
pendent upon the proper selection of at least one founda- 
tion animal. Fortunate is he, indeed, who makes that 
selection and follows it up. Dig into the history of any 
breed and you will be struck with the scarcity of truly 
outstanding animals, that is, animals, that nave maae a 
real contribution to the breed. There may be many good 
bulls and cows whose influence for good has been lost or at 
least never noticed or recorded, but the number we can 
point to and say the breed is much better because they 


lived and passed on their characteristics to succeeding 
generations, are very few indeed. 
Of the 5,000 Holstein-Friesians which have been im- 


ported to North America less than thirty can be consid- 
ered real foundation animals of the breed. The remainder 
increased the numbers but offered little in the way of real 
improvement from the general average. It is not intended 
that this statement should imply that all but these few 
were inferior animals, but it does mean that so far as real 
breed improvement goes that these few contributed more 
than all others combined. 
A Real Foundation Cow 

The cow, Aaltje Posch is entitled to be included among 
these favored thirty, because she probably through her 
daughter and grandsons and granddaughters did more for 
Canadian Holsteins than any other imported cow. Aaltje 
Posch, according to Prescott’s Holstein-Friesian Founda-

tions, was born March 1, 1883, on the farm of J. Posch, of 
North Holland. She was imported by B. B. Lord and Son, 
of Sinclairville, N. Y., on May 30, 1884. She had two 
tested daughters, Aaltje Posch 4th and Aaltje De Kol. 
The former cow was later owned by the veteran Canadian 
breeder, James Rettie, and was the foundation animal of 
the Posch family. She started her first and only offical 
test on Christmas Day, 1900, in the Rettie herd at the age 
of 10 years, milking 494.3 pounds, containing 23.86 pounds 
of butter, in 7 days, a good record for those days consider- 
ing her age. 

Aaltje Posch 4th had three tested daughters and five 
proven sons, the best of which were Alta Posch 54867 and 
her full brother Sir Abbekerk Posch 1244. Alta Posch 
was the former world’s record yearling and senior two- 
year-old. Her record as a yearling was 343.5 pounds of 
milk and 16.21 pounds butter. This was the world’s record 
at the time and in fact there was only one heifer in the 
world under three years of age that had beaten it. She 
freshened again just before she was three years old mak- 
ing the greatest senior two-year-old record of her day, 
27.08 pounds butter from 582.6 pounds milk in 7 days. This 
stood as a world’s butter record for the next eight years 
in the senior two-year-old class and she was Canadian 
champion. of the senior two-year-old class for seventeen 
years. 

Influence of a Sister and Brother 

It will be seen from the chart that accompanies this 

article, that Alta Posch and her full brother, Sir Abbekerk 
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the very best Canadian families 
and if Canadian breeders had 
been consistent and zealous in re- 
taining the name Posch as those 
to the south have been in using 
the name Ormsby, the real worth 
of the Posch blood would be as 
well known as that of Ormsby to- 
day. In fact one of the greatest 
Ormsby lines, that of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, who has twenty- 
one 1,000-pound daughters more 
than any other sire of the breed 
today, carries about as much 
Posch blood as he docs Ormsby, 
and his best transmitting son 
and some of his best daughters 
are from Posch dams, which 
would indicate that the Posch 
family should receive some of 
the credit for his great work. 

From the diagram one can 
readily see how the four great 
Canadian Holstein families all 
trace direct to Aaltje Posch 4th. 
These include the Jemimas, the 
May Echoes, Calamity Snow 
Mechthildes and the Pauline Col- 
antha Posch line. The last 
named is the only one known by 
the Posch name today. 

Alta Posch had two great sons, 
Sir Pietertje Posch and Alta 
Posch’s Son. 

Sir Pietertje Posch stood in 
service in both Canada and the United States. Geo. Rice, 
recently of Stonewall, Man., used this bull for a short 
time when he was a breeder in the East. Later he 
headed the herd of A. N. McGeoch, of Wisconsin, and 
spent his last days in the Hazlewood herd of Washington. 
Most of the famous Hazlewood cows being developed by 
Carnation Farms carry one or more crosses of Posch 
blood. The famous Idaho Violet Posch Ormsby, 1,259 
pounds butter, has three crosses of Posch blood being by 
a son and from a daughter of Sir Pietertje Posch and her 
dam by a son of Alta Posch’s Son. In fact when one 
looks over the pedigrees of all the 1000-pound fat pro 
ducers he finds the Posch blood as frequently as any 
other great line of breeding. One of the greatest sons 
of Sir Pietertje Posch was Sir Pietertje Posch De Boer. 
He was the sire of the great foundation cow Jemima 
Johanna of Riverside. She was Canada’s first 1000-pound

The world’s champion 12-year-old, namely, Annie Wayne 
Princess Posch, was a daughter of Sir Pietertje Posch De

The Blood of Champions 


The May Echo family carries some Posch blood. Inka 
Sylvia Beets Posch was a grandson of Sir Pietertje Posch 
and is the sire of May Echo Sylvia who holds all the 
world’s records for milk production from one day to a 
hundred days producing over 1,000 pounds in 7 days. May 
Echo Champion, her full brother, sired Agassiz Segis May 
Echo, the Irst 1,600-pound butter cow of the world and 

still holds the second highest Hol-

stein record. She was owned and 
developed by Agassiz Experimental 
Station, Agassiz, B. C. 

Another cow recently developéd 
by the same institution is a daugh- 
ter of Inka Sylvia Beets Posch and 
sister to May Echo Sylvia. She 
is Agassiz Hetje Inka Sylvia 62535 
with a record of 29,012 pounds 
milk and 1571.25’ pounds of butter 
giving her the distinction of being 
the highest living butter producer 
in Canada and only five cows in 
the world have ever beaten her. 
The highest record milk cow in 
New Zealand is a sister to May 
Echo Sylvia. 

Two Famous Sisters 

One of the best families in Can- 
ada is that founded by the Cal- 
amity Snow Mechthilde sisters. 
It is this family that the veteran 
breeder, Walborn Rivers, of Inger- 
soll, Ont., has and is building on. 
This family is noted for their good 
udders. Calamity Snow Mech- 
thilde 2nd was chosen by the Car- 
nation Milk Farms because of her 
wonderful udder and her son, Pros- 
pector, has been one of the most 
popular sires owned by the Carna- 
tion Farms. She was champion 
aged cow at the Royal and her son, 
owned by the Shoal Lake Cream-

ery, is one of the really good sires in Canada today. Her 
granddaughter, through another son, Maggie Calamity 
Hariog, was former Canadian champion senior four-year- 
old with 1,370 pounds butter from 31,194 pounds milk. She 
nas twice made Over 1,000 pounds of fat and sold at 
public auction for $5,000 to Detroit Creamery Farms, 
Maggie’s son was junior champion at the National Dairy 
Show and was an All-American selection in 1927. 

Calamity Snow Mechthilde, an older full sister of the 
“ond,” has even a greater reputation from a production 
and reproduction standpoint. Both of these cows gave 
over 25,000 pounds milk and 1,100 pounds butter. Calamity 
Snow Mechthilde has a daughter, Calamity Snow Pontiac, 
that gave 1,240 pounds butter from over 28,400 pounds of 
milk. 

A son of Calamity Snow Mechthilde, Pioneer Snow 
Korndyke, has a reputation as a sire of production that is 
hard to equal. His oldest daughter, Springbank Snow 
Countess 81871, is the world’s champion for first four 
lactations; her records are:

Her test averaged over 4 per cent. for each year and 
was 4.39 per cent. for her third yearly test. She has 
several sisters that are not far behind her in production 
and test. The Hon. T. A. Crerar has a son of this great 
cow at the head of his herd at Clandeboye, Man. 

For type, production, reproduction, high test and long 
useful life the Calamity Snow Meththilde family has few 
equals, and their udders and mammary system are out- 
standing. These two full sisters carry three crosses of 
Posch blood. They were sired by Prince Aaggie Mech- 
thilde who has two other daughters over 1,100 pounds 
butter and 24,000 pounds milk. He was used for some 
time at the Dominion Eperimental Station, Lacombe, Alta. 
His sire was Prince De Kol Piosch who was a grandson of 
Sir Pietertje Posch the famous son of Alta Posch. Prince 
De Kol Posch was also the sire of two of Jemima Johan- 
na’s best daughters and was grandsire of her highest milk 
record daughter. Prince Aaggie Mechthilde’s dam was 
Iantha Jewel Mechthilde 2nd, a daughter of Sir Abbekerk 


’ Posch who in turn was a full brother to Alta Posch. Thus 


Prince Aaggie Mechthilde was a line bred Posch bull but 
his two daughters, the Mechthildes 1st and 2nd were still 
further line bred as their dam was a granddaughter of 
Sir Pietertje Posch again. This intensification of the 
Posch blood probably accounts for their great reproducing 
ability. They at least laid the foundation for a fine family 
whose stock is in keen demand today. 

The greatest Canadian family from a combined show 
ring and production standpoint is that founded by the 
great cow, Pauline Colantha Posch. The late A. E. Hulet 
built his herd on the blood of this famous cow and some 
of the best herds are being carried on where he left off. 
Practically the whole family have been great show ring 
winners. In fact this family takes the lion’s share of all 
prizes given in Canada today. 

(Count Paul Posch, a son of Pauline Colantha Posch, 
was the sire of Countess Abbekerk Heimke, with a re- 
cord of over 30,000 pounds milk and 1,376 pounds butter 
on three times a day milking. She was also reserve All- 
American aged cow in 1925. 

Pauline Colantha Posch had three famous daughters,

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MAY ECHO SYLVIA 
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Milk Fever—A Call For Help 


By W. P. SNYDER, Nebraska 


INCE we read of no Holstein dairyman wailing about 

milk fever, we presume that our cows are the only 

ones thus afflicted. Yet we are aware that of all 
live stock men, the dairymen are the least prone to tell 
of any trouble in the herd. I have thought, at times, that 
certain of my dairy friends at least evaded telling the 
whole truth when I asked them rather leading questions 
about the regularity of breeding, the number of calves, 
the butterfat test, and other questions that perhaps might 
be embarrassing. 

We learn by reading, that milk fever comes 24 to 48 
hours after calving, that it affects only high producing 
cows, that the symptoms are a nervous condition, a halt- 
ing step, paralysis of the muscles of the hind parts, drag- 
ging the hind legs, lying on the “tummy” and turning the 
head around to the side. 

We learn also by reading, that the orthodox methods 
of prevention are reducing the grain ration for two weeks 
preceding calving, feeding a wet mash during the last 
few days, giving a laxative just before calving and not 
milking the udder out completely for at least 48 hours 
after parturition. This is the formula as I received it from 
the head of the dairy work in one of our large institutions. 
When I went from the office to the barn and talked with 
the herdsman, I got the same line. Later when I had 
become well acquainted with the old seasoned cow man— 
the one who actually did the work—I found that this line 
of treatment had long since gone into the discard as just 
another theory that did not give results in ‘practice. In 
our own herd; we still practice this line of supposed 


prevention rather through habit than through faith, I 
fear. I say we follow these practices. Herdsman Shar- 


rah says we do. Possibly if you came in the back way 
and smoked a pipe with the man who cares for the high 
record cows, you might find that theory which does not 
give results ceases to be the actual, common, every day 
practice. 

Rather recently we learned by reading and by talking 
with the experts that the cause of milk fever is caused by 
a deficiency of sugar in the blood and that the preventa- 
tive is feeding sugarcane molasses for a time (preceding 
freshening. Glory be. The cause and prevention found. 
We are happy. These things we have learned by reading 
and by conversing with those who know. 

In daily herd practice, we have learned that milk fever 
may precede the time of parturition or even the first indi- 
cation of approaching parturition by several hours or by a 
whole day, that it may appear simultaneously with 


parturition or may come six months after that event, and 
To have it precede and 


may attack a very ordinary cow. 
accompany parturition 
is not rare; to have 
it occur six months 
later is probably quite 
rare but has occurred 
in our. experience. 
We learn also at the 
barn that the first 
observed symptom is 
often an udder de- 
flated and flabby that 





had for some days 
been large and dis- 
tended. When this 


condition is observed, 
the air pump is used. 
We have not found 


that the decreased 
ration, the laxative 
feed, and the scant 


milking prevent ‘the 
occurrence of milk 
fever. We are very 
sorry that we have 
not found the feeding 
of sugar cane molas- 
ses a sure preventa-

She was fed sugar. cane syrup for 4 months before the 
calving date. Ten hours after calving milk fever deyel- 
oped. It was a persistent type. A week elapsed before 
she walked with ease. This was surely not a fitting start 
for a 1,000 pound fat record. 

Another cow, N P Segis Gerben ReBecky, with records 
of 1,288 and 1,258 pounds, was all set to repeat or excel 
this performance. She had been fed cane molasses for 6 
months before the calving date. The photograph shows 
her just approaching that time. ‘She passed the regulation 
period seven days. The first indication of a change was 
the deflated udder, then the halt in her step, the flashing 
eye. The pump was used Dr. Pritchard was called. A 
thorough examination showed no sign of parturition. A 
few hours later the usual indications appeared. Twenty- 
four hours after the first symptoms of milk fever were 
observed, a fine bull calf was delivered with considerable 
effort, skill and luck. This cow has a very unusual 
amount of vitality. The average cow, if she had survived 
this ordeal, would have been a wreck for some time. 
But not so with ReBecky. On the 7th day after calving, 
she produced 80.2 pounds of milk testing 3.70%. 


While milk fever is regarded by many as a pest rather 
than as a real menace, its effect on the herd is quite 
serious. It is true that milk fever seldom results in death, 
in a properly managed herd, but it is the cause of much 
worry and loss of sleep on the part of the herdsman. The 
chances of delivering a live calf are much less when par- 
alysis comes before the calf has been delivered. Also, a 
cow thus afflicted is not in the best condition to make a 
favorable start toward a high record. Many cases of 
injured and infected udders may properly be charged to 
the use of the air pump. Many deaths charged to 
parturition should be charged to milk fever. 


The herdsmen are still in the dark—actually in the 
dark unless the watcher carried a lantern for the week 
preceding and the week following the calving time of the 
choice cow—still in the dark as to the cause and pre- 
ventative of this old malady, misnamed milk fever. The 
air pump serves its purpose admirably when used in time 
and with skill. But the herdsman in these modern days 
has a right to demand of science the discovery of the 
cause and a sure preventative. It is no longer enough 
that science show him how to prevent this scourge from 
visiting his herd and leaving behind low records, infected 
udders, a dead calf or 
a dead cow, and ever- 
lastingly keeping him 





on the anxious seat, 
never knowing at 
what hour it may 
strike. 

The man in the 
barn again alppeals 
to the man in the 
laboratory to give 
this matter serious 
study. 





The Business 
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A Carnation Producer 


Walcowis Mooie Creamelle 869445, 
is considered by some members of 
the Carnation organization as_ the 
greatest cow at their Eastern Farm 
at Oconomowoc, Wis. At her first 
freshening she made a 28-lb. record 
following which she was sent te the 
Wisconsin State Fair where she won 
first prize, later returning to the farm 
and milking 100 lbs. a day for some 
time. With second calf she made a 
33-lb. record, again going to the Wis- 
consin State Fair and winning second 
prize, beaten only by the grand 
champion and Reserve All-American 
four-year-old, Pabst Korndyke Corn- 
flower 2nd, again returning to the 
farm and milking over 100 lbs a day. 
She dropped her third calf February 
7, 1929 and two weeks later was .nilk- 
ing 95 lbs. a day with 4.5% test. In 
March she was milking from %6 to 
100 lbs. a day, her test still holding 
up well above four per cent, her best 
seven-day record thus far being 36.45 
lbs. butter from 669 lbs. milk. Her 
son, Carnation Mooie, has been used 
quite extensively in the Carnation 
herd at Oconomowoc, and his first 
calves are described as highly promis- 
ing individuals. 





State Champion Increases 


Pabst Prilly Belmont 979388, who 
was announced last week as breaking 
the Maryland State Record for senior 
four-year-olds, has increased the fig- 
ures previously reported to 31.05 Ibs. 
butter from 544 lbs. milk at the age 
of 4 years 11 months. This is her 
third State Record. As a junior two- 
year-old she set a new mark for the 
state in class C. with 565.72 lbs. butter 
from 11,042.6 lbs. milk. She came 
back as a senior three-year-old with 
Maryland’s first 1,000-lb. heifer form 
record, her figures being 1,058.24 lbs. 
butter from 21,558.8 lbs milk; and 
now she has broken the State Record 
for senior four-year-olds in the seven- 
day division. She is owned by Essex 
Farms, Riderwood, Md., where she has 
a son in service. 


A Wisconsin Leader 


Zabst Virginia Rose 5th 711495, has 
proven herself one of Wisconsin’s 
leading producers by her showing in 
a Waukesha County Cow Testing As- 
sociation, she producing in eleven 
months 800.1 lbs. fat from 20,196 Ibs. 
milk, with a average test of 3.96% for 
this period. In the full twelve months 
she has close to 850 Ibs. fat hav 
ing been milked four times a day 
for two months of this year. She is 
a°*daughter of Creator, bred by Pabst 
Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., where she 
won high honors in the show ring. 
She has been owned for the past few 
years by Knutson Bros., Oconomowoc, 
Wis., who had the high herd in the 
Waukesha County C. T. A. for 1928 
with an average of 612.7 lbs. fat from 
15,754 lbs. milk for their small herd 
of purebred Holsteins.

Other products 
to which sugar is added either in the kitchen or at the 
table, milk and butter, $1,300,000,000,; ‘evaporated milk, 
$142,000,000.; powdered skim milk, $11,000,000., and other 
smaller items bringing the total up nearly to $2 ,500,000,-

4-H Club Work Increasing 


N INCREASE of 47.000 boys and girls enrolled in 4-H 
A Club work in 1928 as compared with 1927 is reported 

by the Office of Cooperative Extension Work, United 
States Department of Agriculture. The enrollment for 1928 
was more than 666,000, as compared with 619,712 in 1927. 
This substantial increase is in line with the increases that 
have been made during recent years, and reflects the grow- 
ing interest in this type of work throughout the country. 
Largely increased funds for the carrying on of this work 
are now available through the Capper-Ketcham Act so 
that still further substantial increases are to be expected 
through the added effort thus possible to put into it. Hol- 
stein organizations, both National and local, have long 
been keenly interested in this work and have recognized 
the importance of the 4-H Calf Club movement by includ- 
ing it among their major projects year after year. The 
current year undoubtedly represents a new high mark 
in this respect.

ELLIS FAVORS COMINGS PLAN 
FOR TEST CLASSIFICATIONS 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been having some correspondence lately with 
Mr. George H. Comings on the subject of his proposed 
changes in the rules governing the number of milkings in 
Classes A, B and C in the semi-official test. He has asked 
me to write out my opinion for publication. 

When the suggestion was first made to classify the rec- 
ords according to the total number of milkings rather than 
the number of milkings per day after the first 45 days, I 
did not look upon it with much favor. However, Mr. Com- 
ings has explained to me quite a number of doubtful 
points so that now I am very much in favor of the new 
plan. There is no doubt at all that the present rigid re- 
quirements that require a cessation of four milkings a day 
on the 45th day in order to get a cow into Classes B or C 
work a hardship on the owner, as well as damage to the 
cow. I have an example in my own herd where the cow 
Highfield Colantha Mooie has made two records that were 
placed in Class A because she was milking so heavily that 
we could not drop her to three time milking at the end of 
the 45 days which of course barred her from Class. B. 
Under the suggested plan she could have been milked four 
times a day for thirty additional days and then put on two 
milkings for the last thirty days of her record, which could 
have been done without lowering her record in Class A. 
There are many records now in Class A that should be 
in Class B, because of these fixed periods, and these rec- 
ords make a poor showing against the real Class A rec- 
ords where the cow was milked four times a day for the 
full period. Under Mr. Comings’ proposed changes, the 
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owner would be able to use his own judgment as to when 
to lower the number of daily milkings and not be forced 
to make the change after the 45th under penalty of having 
the cow put into a class that he has neither the time nor 
the money to compete in. 

I favor the proposed plan and hope that it will be given 
a trial.

NOW FAVORS COMINGS PLAN 
Editor, H.-F. World: 

Last winter you printed a letter from me, in which I ob- 
jected to the plan advanced by Mr. G. H. Comings for 
classifying semi-official records on the basis of total num- 
ber of milkings instead of as at present. As a conse- 
quence I have had some personal correspondence with 
him. 

He has explained in detail how he proposes to handle 
records for shorter periods than normal—the allowed num- 
ber of milkings to be cut down in proportion to the days 
the record runs. I am now heartily in favor of this method 
of classifying records as against the present way of con- 
sidering the maximum number of daily milkings after the 
forty-fifth day. 

I am not in favor, however. of any increase in the allow- 
ance of milkings for Class C. As I have said before, I 
would rather see but two milkings permitted from the 
start.

‘NEXT WEEK 


THE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN SHOW 
HERD 

Is the title of a very interesting and 
instructive article to run in the 
WORLD in two installments, com- 
mencing next week. Ray Klussen- 
dorf is the author. Coming from a 
‘remarkable family of live stock men, 
his experience extends over a great 
deal of territory and several breeds. 
Last year he was in charge of one of 
the Robertson show herds. He is 
able to discuss the fine points of 
showing from the angle of one who 
has actually proven out the plans 
and methods suggested. Altogether, 
it makes a very readable discussion 
of a subject that is of special time- 
liness right now. Show ring begin- 
ners—and veterans too—will find 
this material especially valuable. 
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It was a thrilling thing and an event of more than 
ordinary importance, viewed from all angles, to have five 
men from as many states meet to honor the herd with 
their expert inspection. 

It was extremely interesting to note their unanimity 
of opinion when they came to an “excellent” cow of 
which they found four in my small herd of less than 
twenty. It was also just as interesting to note the hesi- 
tancy when it came to classifying a cow either “very 
good” or “good” and the line of demarcation in these two 
divisions was not so easily traced, although after con- 
siderable debate and comparative notes all the members 
finally arrived at an unanimous decision in these two 
classifications, placing five “very good” and seven “good,” 
the herd sire, Matador Walker Wayne, an’outstatnding son 
of Matador Segis Walker, “very good.” 

Thus this small herd was placed second only to the 
Rasmussen Elmwood Farm herd in the several good herds 
of Illinois, an honor of which any owner should feel proud. 

In addition to their classification of the herd and en- 
tirely outside of the record, they also rendered a valuable 
service in appraising the offspring of the daughters of 
the senior sire, Matador Walker Wayne, sired by the 
junior sire, Johanna Ragapple King, a son of the four 
time grand champion, Johanna Ragapple Pabst, pronounc- 
ing the cross as an excellent one by naming several in- 
dividuals outstanding show type. 

The committee was very much interested in the South 
African two-year-old bull, Colonies Plaats Jewel, pro- 
nouncing him a good individual in all respects except he 
is a little too high but stating that a little more age and 
exercise would cure this defect. 

In a subsequent visit a week or two afterwards, the 
distinguished Holland Holstein expert, Mr. I. G. J. Van den 
Bosch, who spent a Sunday on the farm appraising the 
animals, placed all the animals without knowing the de- 
cisions of the classification committee in exactly the same 
position as they did, with the exception of the South 
African bull which he pronounced the best Holstein bull 
he had seen thus far in America, giving him a rating of 
79 according to his system of classification which has 
been adopted in Holland and England. 

After the work was over I had the honor of entertain- 
ing these distinguished gentlemen at dinner, after which 
they were taken to the depot for their respective destina- 
tions and the day at Hyde Park Farm will be long remem- 
bered.

one Pauline Colantha Tensen, was the dam of Prince Col- 
anthus Abbekerk, 'probably the greatest sire for type and 
production Canada has yet produced. His daughter, Lady 
Roberts Colantha, holds the world’s record for senior 
three-year-olds with 26,433 pounds milk and 1,468 pounds 
butter. Another daughter, Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, 
owned by T. B. MacCaulley, Hudson Heights, P. Q., gave 
1,326 pounds butter and 25,817 pounds milk and took the 
grand championship at five major shows in Eastern Can- 
ada and was selected as All-American aged cow in 1927 
Another daughter, Francy Maid 2nd, has probably won 
grand championship more times than any other cow in 
Canada and the same statement is claimed for a son, Sir 
Francy Netherland Abbekerk. This latter bull was 
brought to Manitoba by S. G. Sims and was used by 
Rothwell & Thurston, of Regina, and is again in service 
in Manitoba. One of his daughters was the dam of Sir 
Francy Mercena Burke, McPhee’s famous All-American 
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show bull. Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, the great show bull 
of the Innes herd of Woodstock, Ont., who has won the 
grand-championship in all the major show rings in Canada 
is a strongly-bred Posch bull. His sire was a son of 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk who was mated to a daughter 
of Madam Posch Pauline to produce the sire of Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad. Madam Posch Pauline was owned by the 
Colony Farm of Wssondale, B. C., where she made a 
record of 1,123 pounds butter from 27,598 pounds milk 
and her son, Colony Prince Posch Paul left his mark on 
that great herd. 

Pauline Colantha Posch and Madam Posch Pauline were 
both granddaughters of Cornelius Posch, a son of Sir 
Abbekerk Posch. In fact Pauline Colantha Posch traces 
twice in a four generation pedigree to Cornelius Posch. 

Besides founding these great Canadian families with all 
of their outstanding progeny we find a great many really 
wonderful cows and bulls directly descended from these 
original Posch cows and bulls. 

Zarilla Clothilde 3rd De Kol was the second cow of 
the breed to be a 30,000 pound milk repeater. At eight 
years she made 33,153.6 pounds milk and 1,194.17 pounds 
butter. She was a granddaughter of Alta Posch’s Son. 

Rolo Mercena De Kol had a double cross of Posch 
blood. She was a direct descendent on the sire’s side of 
Sir Abbekerk Posch and Alta Posch. ‘She holds the world’s 
record for butter for 7 days, 51 pounds, and for 30 days 
with 201 pounds. 

Sir Abbekerk Posch is also grandsire of Mereena Cal- 
amity Posch, a 1,000 pound cow with 26,000 pounds of 
milk. Queen Colantha Posch, a twice 31 pound cow with 
1,183 pounds butter and 27,725 pounds milk, was a grand- 
daughter of Sir Pietertje Posch. ' 

One might go on to great length recording all the 
famous producers of this famous lineage. Suffice it to 
say that Aaltje Posch 4th, through her son and daughter, 
worked a wonderful influence for good on Canadian Hol- 
stein blood lines and their history is still in the making.

In my opinion, if this plan is followed conscientiously 
by the breeders, it will do a great deal toward the 
standardization of type and production increase. This is 
a plan I have always followed in my own herd. 

I have been a breeder of Holsteins for sixteen years, 
and have always culled my calves VERY closely. Only 
those from the better type cows have been kept, and now 
when the Committee has classed thirty out of thirty-one 
in the herd, “Good” or better, is a demonstration of the 
ultimate success of the plan if followed closely. 

The Committee must be given all the assistance pos- 
sible in this work, it is a difficult problem, and they will 
need the whole-hearted co-operation of the herd owners.

Inspector Jas. Rettie Visits The Maritimes 


By R. B. FAITH, Canadian Director of Extension 


Mr. James Rettie, Inspector for Ad- 
vanced Registry in the Holstein-Frie- 
sion Association of Canada, just re- 
turned from an official trip to the 
Maritimes, reports increased interest 
throughout the eastern provinces in 
the breeding of better dairy cattle 
and the development of dairying. 
While in the East, Mr. Rettie visited 
many of the leading Holstein herds, 
thus enabling him to observe at close 
range the progress that is being 
made along the lines of more con- 
structive breeding. On Prince Ed- 
ward Island he graded forty-three 
cows to which he gave Gold Medal 
rating to more than twenty, Excellent 
rating to eighteen, and the remainder 
were classed as Fair to Good. In these 
herds visited and passed on, he saw 
no cows of lower grades than those 
mentioned, and even in the herd of a 
farmer, who had made no plans for 
grading or continued breeding, he 
observed two animals that would 
have graded in the Gold Medal Class. 
Mr. Rettie attributes this high stand- 
ing of the herds to two reasons, (1) 
the poorer commercial cows are con- 
stantly being shipped out on order 
to Newfoundland and the West 
Indies; (2) the ideals of the advanced 
breeders have been shaped along 
lines of in-breeding and line-breeding 
on the old Oxford County (Ontario) 
stock as represented in Prince Colan- 


thus Abbekerk and 
Bosch. 

In the opinion of Mr. Rettie, Prince 
Colanthus Abbekerk has been an out- 
standing transmitting bull and in the 
Prince Edward Island herds are to 
be found a number of his daughters— 
there are five in the Bunbury herd, 
all Gold Medal cows. In the other 
herds are to be found fifty per cent 
of his blood as in Sally Francy, Dok- 
ter Busfeldt Abbekerk, Francy Maid 
Mercena, Francy Maid Abbekerk, all 
with the highest rating when scored, 
while in scores of other herds one 
finds forty per cent of his breeding 
and an outcross of his near relatives 
—Count Paul C. Posch, Lord Roberts 
Colantha, or Prince Abbekerk Mer- 
cena. 

Mr. Rettie also points out that a 
Raymondale bull, a close-up decend- 
ant of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, 
Canada’s greatest butter cow, and on 
the dam’s side from the Duchess fam-

-ily, a cow sold to go to Japan in 1922, 


seems to have been used with most 
excellent results, while a bull, he 
himself sold to go there over twenty 
years ago has left descendants of 
remarkably fine type. These were 
introduced through a son of Ida 
Rooker 2nd’s Vale, owned by Hon. W. 
M. Lea, Minister of Agriculture in 
the Island executive. According to 
the Eastern breeders this was a

Among some of the outstanding 
cows observed in a few of the herds 
by Mr. Rettie, were Jean Abbekerk 
Pontiac in the herds of W. R. Boy. 
yer of Bunbury, now rated in the 
Gold Medal Class, and Elizabeth 
Schuiling Abbekerk in the herd of rE 
Walter Jones. The former cow has 
made three creditable records—one 
of 1,185 lbs. of butter at five years 
of age on three times a day milking, 
The following year she produced 
1,091 lbs. on twice a day milking ang 
the next year she gave 16,400 lbs. of 
milk, testing almost four per cent, 
This cow, a daughter of King Pontiac 
Susie is due to freshen soon again 
and gives promise of repeating her 
production, making four records aver. 
aging well over 1,000 Ibs. of butter 
yearly. 

The other cow mentioned, Bliza- 
beth Schuiling Abbekerk, has three 
consecutive records worthy of special 
mention. In 365 days she made 1,126 
lbs. butter and the next year she 
made 1,185 lbs. on three times a day 
milking. The following year she pro- 
duced 1,101 lbs. (second highest in 
the world) on twice a day milking 
and carried her calf long enough to 
qualify in the’ 305-day division but 
did not deliver it. When © she 
freshened again she made a 36-lb. 
seven day record. Today she is a 
Gold Medal daughter of Prince Col- 
anthus Abbekerk. 

Mr. Rettie also points out that an- 
other famous cow in the herd main- 
tained by Mr. Jones, Countess Abbe- 
kerk Hiemke, gave 1,024 lbs. butter 
as a four-year-old after freshening 
March 24th, 1923, and in the follow- 
ing year on May 13, 1924, she gave 
birth to twin calves and later made

Ibs. milk and 1,376 lbs. butter. This 
cow is a daughter of Count Paul C.

came under Mr. Rettie’s observation 
was Amy Rooker Posch, a member of 
the herd owned by Mr. H. J. Kennedy. 
“This cow,” says Mr. Rettie “could 
stand at or near the top anywhere 
and she is shortly due to calve to that 
good bull Pietje Kerk Colanthus. Amy 
Rooker Posch was sired by Bunbury 
Paul C. Posch, he a son of Count 
Paul ‘C. Posch, while her dam was a 
daughter of Prince Abbekerk Mer- 
cena purchased from the late A. E. 
Hulet of Norwich, Ont. 


Mr. Rettie found Prince Edward 
Island well organized to take care of 
Club work with the live stock expert, 
in charge, Mr. W. R. Shaw, a most 
competent organizer and quite ca’pable 
of inspiring enthusiasm among those 
needing assistance.

We regret that 
a typographical error crept into this 
table in the columns headed “Th- 
crease” in that the minus sign was 
omitted in these few cases in which 
the daughters did not equal the pro- 
duction of their dams, thus tending 
to give the impression that every 
daughter of this sire had exceeded 
the record of her dam, which is pot 
the case. In respect to fat produc. 
tion, we find that 54 of the 71 daugh- 
ters exceeded the production of their 
dams by an average of 244.12 lbs fat; 
and that the remaining 17 daughters 
fell short of the production of their 
dams by an average amount of 92.78 
lbs. fat. As to milk production, 50 
daughters exceeded their dams by an 
average of 5,155 lbs, while 21 fell be. 
low their dams by an average of 
3,507 lbs. As to fat percentage, 49 
exceeded their dams by an average 
percentage of .32, two others exactly 
equalled the test of their dams and 
the remaining 20 fell below their 
dams by an average percentage of 
.25. This is really a remarkable dem- 
onstration of the prepotency of King

average of $316.21. In recent years very little testing has been done in this 
herd and the good prices received at this sale may be largely attributed to 
the splendid type and apparent dairy quality of the offerings as well as to 
the high esteem of the public for the senior herd sire, Abegweit Pluto, to 
which sire most of the higher priced females were bred. For instance, ons 
six-year-old cow with a modest 305-day record made in two-year-old form 
brought only $240, while her baby daughters, twins about five weeks old, sired 
by Abegweit Pluto, brought $150 each. 

The first cow in the ring was Nellie Segis Vale, purchased by Mount 
Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec for $520, her three weeks old son by 
“Pluto” bringing $110. She was followed by another cow springing by “Pluto” 
which went to the same buyer for $400. The third cow was Rose Pietje Al- 
cartra, also springing by Pluto, who topped the sale at $925, going to Quon- 
quont Stock Farm, Whately. Mass. This establishment, the only buyer from 
the States. also paid $725 for Segis Modest Alcartra, and $675 for Alcartra 
Spofford Burke. Their purchases at this sale included five cows for a total 
of $2975 and four baby daughters of “Pluto” all born since the first of the 
year, at a total of $580. 

Mount Victoria was the second heaviest buyer, taking three head, in- 
cluding the two already mentioned, at $940. Fred Hubbs. Bloomfield, Ont. 
paid $610 for two six-year-old cows. E. Lyons, Streetsville, Ont. took three 
head for $675 and W. C. Stevens, Phillipsville, Ont. paid $510 for two head. 
L. O. Warren, Mallorytown, Ont. bought two of the $200 cows, besides taking 
two baby bulls and a baby heifer by “Pluto” at prices ranging from $110 to 
$155. Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, Wm. Anderson, Campbellford. 
Ont. and Bruce Tice, Wellington, Ont. were other purchasers of $200 animals 
It is interesting to note that the five heifer calves and three bull calves by 
“Pluto,” ranging in age from ten weeks down to only a few days old, all 
brought better than $100 each and averaged $135, only two of them being 
from tested dams.

This is 
the highest butterfat average for the 
month for all of the Michigan asso- 
ciations, 

Doan Straub, member of the Berrien- 

outh D. H. I. A., owner of 10 pure- 
bred and grade Holsteins, had the 
high herd butterfat average for the 
month. His herd averaged 57.3 pounds 
fat and 1552 pounds milk. 

A four-year-old purebred Holstein 
owned by the Detroit Creamery Com- 
pany, Macomb County Association, 
was high cow in the state.

Every eighth cow in Pennsylvania 
associations produced over 40 pounds 
of butterfat in January, and every 
seventh cow gave over a half ton of 
milk, C. R. Gearhart, of the Pennsyl- 
vania State College dairy extension 
service, reports. 

Sixty-one associations tested 21,166 
cows. In the 40-pound group here 
were 2,862 cows, of which 1,022 pro- 
duced more than 50 pounds of fat. Of 
the 3,546 cows giving more than 1,000 
pounds of milk, 2,045 passed the 1,200- 
pound mark. During the month 217 
cows were found wanting in their 
daily duty at the milk pail so were 
sent to the butcher. 

The Chester Valley association 
tested 555 cows, the largest number 
of any group, and Wayne association 
was second with 540. Cumberland No. 
1 led all associations with 105 of the 
40-pound butterfat producers and 145 
of the 1,000-pound milkers. Mont- 
gomery No. 1 was second with 100 
and 124 cows, respectively. 

W. F. Bohlayer, of the ‘Canton asso- 
ciation, had the best milker, a regis- 
tered Holstein, which gave 3,125

BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS ERADICA. 
TION IN NEW YORK STATE 


Up to March 1, 1929, quarantines 
had been laid upon 24 counties and 934 
townships. Practically all of the cat. 
tle have been tested and retested in 
these areas. 


Cattle moved into quarantined town. 
ships or ‘counties must first be sub. 
jected to the tuberculin test sixty days 
prior to movement, unless from fully 
accredited herds. The cattle must 
originate from fully accredited herds; 
from herds all members of which have 
passed one clean test, or from herds 
where a small percentage of tuber- 
culosis was found upon the last test. 
In case 25% of a lot of cattle react to 
the tuberculin test the remaining cat- 
tle cannot be moved into a quaran- 
tined township or county. The cattle, 
when moved, must be accompanied by 
a test chart and moved upon a written 
permit first obtained from the County 
Veterinarian of the county into which 
the cattle are to be moved. 

In case the County Veterinarian can- 
not be located, communicate with the 
County Agricultural Agent or with this 
department.

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FROM SHEEP TO HOLSTEINS 

From trailing sheep along’ the 
western plains in 1897 to one of the 
outstanding Holstein breeders and 
calf club leaders in his state is the 
story of Emory Peters, a recognized 
Holstein authority and club booster 
in Central Nebraska. 

The urge for improvement is evi- 
dent throughout the life ‘of Mr. Peters 
For eight years, beginning in 1897, he 
trailed bands of sheep for Swift & 
Company eastward across the Rocky

Gradually he began to recognize, 
also, that, one year with another, 
the more dairying he did and the 


less cattle and sheep feeding that he 
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undertook, the more ready money he 
had. 


In sheep and cattle feeding, Peters 
found not only a great deal of anxiety 
and suspense but, in a series of three 
years, would find only a living from 
his feeding operations and not one 
penny ahead. 
anxious to get ahead, Peters began 
investigating different types of farm- 
ing for his own information. He found 
that many of his fine two-year-old 
milking Shorthorn heifers showed a 
decided tendency to revert to the 
beef type and 'to put their extra feed 
onto their backs rather than into the 
milk pail. Right there and then, he 
asserts, “I began to doubt whether 
there was any such animal as the 
dual purpose cow.” 

Also, discovery that any of the 
dairy breeds produced more per year 
and netted more cash in hand than 
his milking Shorthorns convinced 
Peters that he should change. As he

Calves” in the February 2 issue of the 
World. You stated that you had 
just received a report from J. Gorden 
B. Grimes. dairyman in charge of the 
San Juan Indian School, Shiprock, 
New Mexico, who stated that he had 
developed what he believed to be a 
world’s record Holstein sire who had 
sired five pair of twins in eighteen 
months. This in a herd of 24 cows. 

I have what I believe will give Mr. 
Grimes’ sire a good rub if he is to hold 
a world’s record as a sire of Holstein 
twin calves. I have a _ two-year-old 
bull, Summit Sir Olive Fayne 472764, 
who is the sire of four pair of twin 
calves in 17 months in a herd of 
twenty cows. I have worked with 
cows all my life and have been with 
this herd for ten years. I have never 
found one pair of twins before. I have 
always understood it was the general 
belief that the sire had nothing to do 
with whether or not the offspring 
would be single or twins. Experience 
with this bull leads me to believe he 
has some influence in the birth of so 
many twins. 

As you stated in the World, it is 
my observation that from an economic 
side of the dairy herd, single calves 
are more desirable.
